ANCES TPPSED 
W BANKING LANS 


Amendments to the state banking 
laws were defeated Wednesday at a 
meeting of the senate committee on 
banks and banking, Senator J. R. 
Hutcheson, chairman. The amend- 
ments were sponsored by the state 
banking department, and were the 
subject of lengthy discussion. The 


committee also adversed a bill to pro- 
hibit sale of wages by employees 
where interest higher than 3 1-2 per. 
cent is charged, and to put control 
of short loan companies in the state 
banking department’s hands. 

Action on land title bills by general 
judiciary committee No. 2 of the sen- 


ate Wednesday afternoon resulted in 
four of the measures being adversed 
and a large number favorably re- 


ported. 

Bills favorably reported by the com- 
mittee follow: To prescribe and fix 
notice of litigation concerning or af- 
fecting title of land; to previde for 
defectively recorded executions and 
deeds to be validated after a lapse 
of seven years; to protect bona fide 
purchasers of land from heirs at law; 
to provide for limitations of actions 
on deeds, mortgages or other instru- 
ments given to secure debt; to pro- 
vide that certified copy of a_ tran- 
script shall be a recordable instru- 
ment or deed; to authorize sale, con- 
veyance, or lease of property of pub- 
lic utilities together with franchises, 
contracts, good will and other assets, 
to purchaser then engaged or propos- 
ing to engage in such business; to al- 
low chartered corporations to con- 
solidate or merge; to repeal the labor 
contract law; to increase the amount 
of exemption of daily, weekly and 
monthly wages exempt from process 
of garnishment.

THE INVISIBLE RAYS. 


Provisions tor 


Dr. Alfred F. Hess, a child spe-| 


cialist who has made a_ scientific 
study of the ultraviolet rays, sug- 
gests that infants can be exposed to 
the sun during the late fall and 
milder days of midwinter to a greater 
extent than is the custom. He adds 
that there is a limitation to such 
uitraviolet ray treatment and this is 
exaggerated by the instinctive fear of 
mothers and nurses of exposing babies 
to the cold and wind. (Our child 
specialists have contributed more 
than a fair share of the wrong teach- 
ing which is responsible for such 
fear.). Dr. Hess goes on to say that 
this exposure to sunlight bas not 
proved sufficient, in the winter time, 
to prevent or cure rickets, In his ex- 
perience. There are so many days in 
the late fall and winter when there 
is little or no sunshine in his climate, 


‘or when the sun is overcast at mid- 


dav. It seems that the direct sun- 
light contains the greatest propor- 
tionate amount of the ultraviolet (in- 
visible) rays about midday, and the 
proportion of these rays dwindles 
relatively early in the afternoon, long 
before the light of the sun seems 
lessened. ‘This is a fact which every

The invisible or ultraviolet 
ravs are the rays which act on the 
photographie plate or film; they are 
responsible for the formation of pig- 
ment in the skin (tanning) ;- they 
bring abont a marked increase 1D the 
lymphocytes (one kind of white cor- 
puscle) in the blood; they probably 
increase the activity of the para- 
thyroid. gland; they prevent and cure 
rickets; and probably prevent a spas- 
modie affection of infants (chiefly) 
called tetany (not tetanus). 

The dust and moisture of ‘the at- 
mosphere absorb ultraviolet rays and 
prevent them from reaching the sur- 
face of the earth. Mist, fog and 
smoke intercept the ultraviolet rays 
considerably. 
filters out the ultraviolet rays. Dr. 
Hess reports that he has found a 
quartz pane made by the General 
Electric company allowed the passage 
of the ultraviolet rays in sufficient 
amount to prevent rickets in rats kept 
on a rickets producing diet. . The 
rats in this experiment were exposed 
to the ultraviolet light one hour a 
day through September. Whether suf- 
ficient ultraviolet light may be ob- 
tained by the use of quartz panes 1n 
place of glass in the windows of 
nurseries or hospital wards in the 
winter time, Dr. Hess is 
He reminds us that the magnitude of 
the ultraviolet rays is limited in the 
winter season, and that they are pres- 
ent for only a few hours in the mid- 
dle of the day, and their intensity 1s 
further weakened by reflection from 
the surface of the quartz pane, so 
that it seems doubtful whether the 
eradication of rickets in children can 


| be effected by the quartz pane sola- 


rium. (Incidentally, the cost of 
quartz panes is so great as to be pro- 
hibitive except for endowed 
tions.) 

I dare say the fullest health giv- 
ing effect of the invisible or ultra- 
violet light could be had in the aver- 
age North American community at 
no expense at all if we could dis- 
ubuse parents and doctors of the 
eatehing cold delusion.
